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Toe predicts 5 
quakes 


Damaged digits may soon 
replace the world’s need for 
costly scientific equipment 


oes do much more than you may realize. 
a ly Besides providing an ideal habitat for fungi to 
flourish, they aid in balance, assist in jump- 
ing and, in some cases, can forecast horrible disasters.

Is getting hammered every day just a part 
of your job description? 

My job is to develop a consumer market. But 
the ultra-premium niche brands I work with— 
Old Forester and the high-end 
varieties of Jack Daniel’s— 
are so small that the company 
can’t invest a lot of money in 
advertising and promotions. 
So I have to do what they 
call “guerilla marketing.” I sit down with people 
and have a taste with them. It’s not a bad way to 
make a living. 

Whose ass did you kiss to get this job? 

Actually, both of my parents worked in a distill- 
ery, and so I started working as an assistant in 
the quality-control lab while I was in high school. 
I was working for the master distiller, just setting 
up the drinks for testing. Eventually I wound up 
where Iam, teaching people about the whiskeys 
and sharing my love of them. 

How do you go about sharing that love?

“The observations that we've 
made are consistent with God 
answering prayer, says William S.

OF 990 patients admitted to the coro- 
nary care unit at Kansas City’s St. 
Luke's Hospital, half were prayed for 
by community volunteers who plead- 
ed with God for a “speedy recovery 
with no complications.” The other 
half was completely ignored. After 
four weeks, the prayed-for patients 
had suffered about 10 percent fewer 
complications. 


While the religious community 
rejoices, certain party-pooping 
naysayers seem bent on puttinga 
damper on the festivities.

You once lived in Sharon Tate’s house, where 
the Charles Manson murders took place, and 
your new pad is a former funeral parlor in New 
Orleans. What's up with that? 

I'm always getting the old, “You used to live in 
the Tate house, now you live in a funeral house. 
Now you hang upside down at night and sleep in 
fresh earth.” The reality was we had to builda 
studio from scratch, because there wasn’t any in 
New Orleans with technology past 1975. The 
place we used just happened to be available. 
Still, a funeral home is good for your miserable 
“darker-than-black” image. 

I'm always portrayed as a gloom and doom quy— 
and that’s understandable from what I've written 
about. But I read about myself now and I think, 
“This isn't really me.” It’s something to hide 
behind—a slightly altered past, something a bit 
more intriguing. 

Are you trying to say you're a practical joker? 
Do you ever get so rowdy that the pigs have to 
be called in? 

Yeah, a couple of times. Last year, [had aninsane 
fan who was stalking me. She was doing weird 
things, like listening to or erasing the messages 
on my answering machine. We found out that 
she'd worked out my machine access code simply 
by dialing a hundred different numbers until she 
found it. She'd even found my credit card num- 
ber, called the phone company and pretended to 
be my wife.

ichigan City is a lie on both 
counts—itisn’tin the state 
of Michigan, and it certainly 
isn'ta city. Itis, rather, a 
drab collection of graying 
clapboard houses laid out on 
a grid of featureless streets 
that lead out to the flat, 
empty brown plains of Indiana or down to the 
shores of Lake Michigan. Even the great lake can’t 
bring a sparkle to the town—it is blocked from 
sight by a seemingly endless stretch of factories, 
power plants and warehouses. Driving through 
Michigan City on a bright summer's afternoon, 
you see no people and no life. There is a house 
Standing alone at a crossroads with a sign 
promising “restaurant,” butit has a tattered 
and bare shop front beneath it. 
Perhaps Michigan City seems dead 
because it houses so many murderers. 
They live on a 102-acre site wedged 
between the town’s outer limits and 
the lakeshore. It’s Michigan City’s 
only real attraction to visitors: 
Indiana State Prison (ISP). Most visi- 
tors climb off buses or pull up in the 
prison’s massive parking lot each week 
to sit with their kin, ISP is a maximum- 
secunty facility—of its 18,050 inmates, 
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12,070 are in there for killing someone. They are 
the elite, the cream of Indiana’s most hardened 
criminals, the ones that the state’s 23 other facil- 
ities could not contain. And while most of the vis- 
itors come with the knowledge that their son, 
brother, husband or father brought death onto 
others, some are counting down the days to their 
beloved’s own pre-ordained death. Because ISP 
also houses Indiana’‘s only death row. 

Looking at ISP from the outside, you get no 
hint of the mayhem that lies within. Builtin 1859, 
it has a charming, crumbled, Alamo-like look to 
it. The path leading up to the looming white 
perimeter walls and the smart, red brick adminis- 
tration block are lined with brightly waving flow- 
ers. It’s not until you get about 20 yards up the 
path that you see the gun towers. There are six all 
together, with two men in each. Then, once inside 
the building, as you cross the dangerously over- 
polished floor of the entrance hall, you catch 
sight of the x-ray machines and armed guards, 
ready to search you as you enter the inner world 
of ISP. After the frisking, you're led through an 
iron door the size of one-and-a-half telephone 
booths, where another set of officers question 
your credentials before making the telephone 
checks that allow you to be led through the iden- 
ticaliron door in front of you. Straight ahead and 
to your nght begins the 24 acres dedicated to the 
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Within two years Charles E. Roche Jr. will be put to death—-he can’t wait! 
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containment of Indiana’s most dangerous. 
Many sets of doors and several nght turns 
later, you arrive at a prison within a pnson— 
death row, or X-Row, as the red-on-white sign 
above the massive entry gates reads. X-Row is 
the prison’s name for death row, although those 
who live on the row hate this sanitizing of the 
name. However you term it, the row was con- 
structed in 1977 after Indiana, along with 37 
other states, reintroduced the death penalty. 
Since then, 10 men have been executed at ISP, 
which currently houses a fraternity of 43 men 


waiting to be told the date on which they'll be led 


out to die. 
FHM was in ISP to meet one of the Indiana 43, 
Charles E. Roche Jr., who 
enjoys a reputation for being 
one of the prison’s most 
unruly residents, He’s also one 
of its most amorous, and is 
known as The Death Row 
Romeo. At one point he not 
only managed to get himself a 
bride via one of the many pen 
pal services, but he also got ' 
himself a mistress on the 
side. One day he'd written let- 
ters to both women and an 
officer had taped the two 
together with the wife’s 
address on top. The shit hit the fan for Roche once 
his wife realized what he’d been up to. And it also 
hit it for the careless mailroom officer when Roche 
attempted to stab him with a homemade shank. 
He says he'd still kill him given half a chance. 
Charles, or Chuck, as he prefers to be called, is 
brought to meet FHM in the prison’s own court- 
room. One of the attendant officers places the 
two chairs at quite a distance apart, for security 
reasons. Figuring that he'd not only be cuffed but

But Chuck’s used to the 
restrictions of death row—he’s lived here since 
January 1991, when he was convicted of a double 
drug murder for which he received two consecu- 


Last words of the guilty 
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tive 40-year sentences and an official death 
warrant. It was dated for June 29, 1993, and 
read “death by electrocution.” 

But in 1994, after six executions, Indiana 
decided to switch their killing method to lethal 
injection. The “fryin’ chair” now sits in storage in 
the bowels of ISP, and the execution room has 
been modified to accommodate the injection 
process, which has been used three times so far. 
Roche is disappointed at the change. “I keep 
calling my lawyer and saying, ‘Tell them to plug 
the chair back on.’ I don’t want to be laying down 
like some dog when I die.” He pauses and adds, 
“I want them to smell my burning flesh. And I 
want them to have to clean up my shit.” 

But what Roche says he wants now, more than 
anything, is to get it over with. He is at stage 
seven (habeas corpus) of the nine stages of hear- 
ings and appeals, which means he could have 
another two years left to wait it out on the row. 
But he’s tired of it. “I want the public to know I'm

couldn’t blow out 
the candle 
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ready to die for what I did.” He asked his lawyer 
not to fight too hard. “He said, ‘You're asking me 
not to do myjob,’ and I said, ‘Well, would you live 
here?’” Sadly, Chuck never managed to get an 
answer to that question. 

This stretch on the row is Chuck's second 
appearance in this prison. He left a mere 17 
months earlier, having done seven months for 
armed robbery. And even that wasn’t his first 
experience with incarceration. He served five 
years of a 10-year sentence for a previous 
murder, committed when he was 17. But ISP made 
an impression on him, so much so that he was 
scared to go back. For a while, he tried to play it 
straight. He had a job anda girl. “I was doing 
good.” But not quite good enough. He missed the 
“incredible high” of armed robbery and fell back 
into it again. He also started to sell and use 
cocaine. “It makes you feel invincible. And it 
made me paranoid. So I took these guys down to 
my house and I killed the one I wanted to kill, the 
other was in the wrong place at the worst time.” 
Within months of that coked-up night, he was 
admitted to ISP’s inner sanctum. “I thought the 
row would be like graduating to the big time,” 
Chuck says. “I thought I'd be with all the big 
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killers. A week later I laughed at myself; the 
majority of them are real soft.” However, he 
didn’t find life on X-Row so soft. “Time tracks a lot 
slower. In the row, we're isolated in our cells 21 
hours a day, and meals are brought over on a food

cart.” Chuck’s not a fan of what gets dished up. 
“They can't even bake a potato—they’re as hard 
as bricks.” His biggest beef, however, is the lack 
of consistency in their lives. Staff, he claims, 
“want to run things their own way,” and are 
always changing the rules without informing 
inmates. And prisoners’ letters to family include 
occasional mentions of beatings and language 


guaranteed to inflame, such as “Hey, dead man.” 


For their part, officers talk of irregular but not 


| infrequent breakouts of offender violence, rang- 


ing from verbal abuse and threats to “gunning 
down” (throwing their feces or urine at an offi- 
cer) and attempted murder. 

Nothing stirs this dangerous undercurrent as 
much as the day of an execution. “That's the hard- 
est—to watch fnends taken to get murdered,” says 
Roche. “T have lost one close fnend and one 
enemy; three people have been murdered since I 
got here.” The row is not informed of the upcoming 
date, but it doesn’t need to be. “We don’t have to 
be told. Everybody knows it’s coming.” 

On the day, the men are left in a reflective 
mood, forced to think about their own special 
day. Chuck has his planned out already. “I'll be 
given a visit with my family all day. My mom is 
going to cook my last meal. She’s going to make 


lasagna; the best lasagna in the world—all home- 


made.” The one wish Chuck probably won't 
receive is, “to go back up after- 
wards and say goodbye to 
my brothers on the 
row. I've lived close 
around those 
dudes so long 
now.” Whatever 
happens, he’s 
vowed not to 
Lose his sense of 
humor. “We have 
a lot of laughter up 
there. Sometimes 
we don’t know what 
we're laughing at. It’s 
just the thing to do.” 
Perhaps it’s to break the tension, 
of which there is plenty. The three 
hours a day of recreation is the only time they get 
to talk to each other, take showers and call their 
families. And even then it’s only the men on their 
block, not the rest of the row. Although, Chuck 
says, there’s a lot of “shouting down the ranges,” 
in a bid to stayin touch. “I hate trying to explain 
what life on death rowis like.” 
The biggest pressure raiser on the row is the lack 
of means for sexual release: “I've always been 
aggressive in that aspect,” says Chuck, “And to have

become so tense they scream it out in their sleep; 
they scream out what they want to do, to who and 
how much. “In an attempt to reduce that tension, 
ISP has over the past three years relaxed the rules 
on what “literary” matenal the inmates are 
allowed—the only material now banned is the 

kind of hardcore stuff that would be illegalin the 
outside world or which explains bombmaking or 
ballistics, “We get magazines now; that helps,” says 
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Chuck. “You just can’t rip out that part of your life 
out of you.” But do the prisoners try to np bits out 
of each other to get “relief?” “When I first got in 
here, inthe normal population, rape was an issue. I 
know that sex went on between the prisoners, but 
on death row, never. This is the most homophobic 
atmosphere. It would not go down very well.” 
When they're not being appalled by the idea of 
the rapes going on in general population or get- 
ting busy with saucy magazines, the offenders on 
the row pass the time in their cells reading, writing 
letters or watching television. But the time hangs 
heavy on their hands, and | 
Chuck says he’s been doing a lot 
of thinking since he got “less 
wild.” “I do think about how! 
screwed up, and of howI ruined 
people's lives. Like I ruined my 
family’s lives.” He watches a lot 
of movies and TV, something he 


never did on the outside, and claims they've affect- _ 


ed him too. “I watched Bill Cosby when his son got 
murdered, and it made me wonder if the ones! 
killed had anyone who loved them like that. Maybe 
those people didn’t deserve the pain. That bothers 
me. Ido not regret killing them dudes, butI do 
think about the pain I gave to their families.” 

That realization, he says, has changed him. 
“The difference is, before, if you made me mad, 
I'd try to stab you up. But now, well, I’ve managed 
three years without stabbing anybody.”

Flonda killer Jesse Tafero was eventually execut- 
ed on May 4, 1990, after three separate jolts of 
electricity were fired into a sponge clamped to his 
head. Although the first surge sent six-inch 
flames roaring out of his headpiece, it failed to 
kill him. Prison authonities instructed the execu- 
tioner to switch the killing machine's firing 
mechanism from “automatic” to “manual.” 
Another two bursts then had Tafero jerking 
around in his chair with smoke billowing out of 
his ears before finally croaking. “What I saw today 
was very disturbing,” said an eyewitness.

Medical freak survives first onslaught 

America doesn’t have a monopoly on “difficult” 
executions. In 1998, Taiwan’s public enemy 
number one, Wu Hsin-Hua, 35, faced a firing 
squad for his participation 
in the murder of a policeman 
during a bank raid. At 

5:15 a.m., a team of sharp- 
shooters aimed at his heart 
and filled him with lead. 
Amazingly, despite five 
bullets hitting him, Hsin-Hua simply fell to the 
floor and lay there cursing his assailants. The 
confused shooters went away to check his medical 
records and discovered that, through a childbirth 
defect, Hsin-Hua’s heart was tilted to the nght.

When you were younger, did you buy into the 
romantic notion of being a writer? 

Tactually had a pipe and a tweed jacket, All that 
crap. I didn’t smoke, but I had one. That stuff 
messed me up so much, the notion that I would 
be sitting and having enter- 
taining conversations with 
fellow writers at La Rive 
Gauche cafes. When you get 
over the mountain and look 
into the valley of reality, none 
of that stuffis real. The wnting 
lifestyle is boring and lonely 
and tedious, and the wnting 
community is bitter and jealous. 
How hard has it been, spending 
your life writing fiction? 

It’s been filled with depravations. It’s 
been crappy jobs. It’s been hard work, 
And I feel like I have to stay with it to 
show everyone that I didn’t screw up my life. 
But I'm getting deeper into trouble. I’m living 
the same life I've lived since I was 23. I've never 
had much money. I don’t have a credit card. If 

I knew this at 18, I wouldn't have done it. I fig- 
ured I'd write a bestseller by the time I was 30 
and make a million bucks. I had no clue. 

What's the strangest job you've taken to 

pay the bills? 

I took care of a senile old man who used to run 
out of the house naked. Every time I saw him, 
he thought I was someone else. Sometimes he 
would attack me. And of course, one day I 
found him dead. 

Having the old naked guy running around 
probably put a crimp in your plans for a 
writers’ salon. 

The place actually became a real hangout. We 
inflated this huge raftin the living room and 
people would spend the night sleeping onit.

He never got 
too violent, but my frends would wake up, and 
he'd be playing with their toes.

stop doing it. 
How long did it take to 
write your book? 
Tt was published in May 
of '99—13 years after I 
started on it. 
What is it about?

What's the first step? 

I came up with a list of people who were

Yes, My computer lets me calculate the average 
number of words per sentence. I run what I've 
written through that, and then it tells me if I’m 
being too windy or too sophisticated. You're 
writing for someone who probably isn't a ternbly 
good reader, who probably doesn’t have an 
enormous vocabulary. 

Can you make a career out of it? 

A huge one. Nota whole lot of people do though. 
That's a good thing. 
Could you write a novel?

he Native American hasn't been a big hit with 
the youth of America for some years. Children 
prefer to play John Wayne, and it’s a sad fact 
that the school’s least agile pupil is elected to 
run around shouting “I'm Tonto!” while class- 
mates throw small pebbles at his back. The 
Indian also has a hard time in the movies. He’s 
either a leathery-faced drunk who'd toss a hunt- 
ing knife at your head as quickly as say “How!” 
or a clodhopping mental patient, like that big 
lunk in One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest. 

In recent years, however, Americans have 
become more aware of the many-faceted Native 
American culture, thanks in no small part to the 
race’s most attractive—and famous—public face: 
Shania (Ojibway Indian for “I’m on my way’) 
Twain, the multimillion-selling singing sensa- 
tion. Only, she’s not actually Native American. 
She's Canadian, and to be perfectly honest, it’s 
her adoptive father Jerry who carried the fam- 
ily's teepee-building genes. But the press loves 
an angle, so Shania’s basically an Indian—and 
she’s a country and western star too. Mercifully, 
the truth about Twain's music is that it has 
nothing in common with the twangy, dusty, 
“Yeehaw!” sound that most of us know and hate. 
It's sexy, foot-stomping pop rock and lots of 
ballads... with corny lyrics. 

“I write with comic relief,” Shania says 
smiling. “You can’t take it seriously. I don't 
think hard-core country fans realize it, but 
everyone else knows that the songs are meant 
to be humorous and corny." 

Born in Windsor, Ontario, Shania—or Eileen, 
as she was called at the time—was mad about 
music from the word go, performing in smoky 
lounges and bars before she'd started on her 
nine times table. She may not have shone in

class, but she did have sense enough to gradu- 
ate. Her true gift was her powerful set of lungs. 

“Tused to skip school a lot,” Shania says, “and 
I'd write fake notes from my mother. I didn’t want 
to be in history class when I could be in the music 
room writing songs. I was pretty much a loner, but 
I had my music and I was happy with that.” 

She'd never known her real dad—her parents 
split up when she was two—but Jerry was kind 
enough to take the teenage songbird hunting for 
such local delicacies as rabbit and moose. It's 
difficult to imagine the enormity of the tragedy 
that struck in November 1987. Shania’s mother, 
Sharon, and Jerry were killed in a head-on colli- 
sion with a logging truck, leaving Shania little

I’ve forgotten the words to my own songs 
too—it usually happens when you see someone 
singing along in the audience. If they get the 
words wrong, it can throw you off. And burping

the show. 

How are you able to prevent yourself from 
sweating on stage? 

I'm not a perspirer, but if the band sees me 
sweating, it’s a big deal—like “Man, you were 
sweaty tonight!" I get sticky, but you rarely see 
me dripping sweat, 

These days, all your gigs are at colossal arenas. 
Are the backstage areas ever revolting? 

Yeah, they can be awful—really smelly and dirty. 
I usually have my bus with me on tour, and that’s 
where I hang out. If I don’t have my bus, I shower 
after the show and I'll put towels on the floor— 
everywhere—so I don't have to step barefoot on 
dirty rugs.

THE SHARK HUNTER 


Audacious Aussie Vic Hislop on government cover-ups, empty boats and being pulled overboard by Jaws 


Why did you first get interested in the shark- 

hunting game? 

I was a fisherman and I've always been a bit of 
an adventurer, so I started to catch big sharks. 
You can sell every part: the skin for leather; the 
liver oil to help people with AIDS; the cartilage 
for cancer research; the flesh for fertilizer, dog 
food and bait; the fins for soup; and the teeth 
for necklaces. Then, after a while, I got asked 
by the residents of small towns to catch sharks 
that were killing people. 

What's the most vicious species of shark? 
The tiger shark in warmer waters, and the great 
white in colder waters. 

What bait do you use to catch them? 

Tiger sharks eat stingrays, while great whites 
like tuna and mackerel. After you've hooked 
them, you shoot them, and then tow them back 
to shore. 

How many sharks have you 

caught to date? 

Probably 1,000. There are so 
many that you'd need a mil- 
lion people like me to balance 
out the oceans. We're over- 
fishing the oceans so much 
that big sharks have had to 
adapt their diet to the crea- 
tures we love—sea cows, tur- 
tles, seals and whales. An oil 
riq worker was telling me 
recently that he saw a dolphin 
on the surface with about 10 
other dolphins circling it, It 
had just started to give birth 
when a great white came straight up from 
underneath and bit her in half. Big boats 
should be required to take the same amount 
of shark as they take other fish, otherwise 
sharks are all we'll have left in the ocean and 
the attacks on people will get worse. 

What do you say to activists who think that 

killer sharks should be protected? 

I've fought against protection for 15 years. The 
great white shark isn't endangered, but I don’t 
blame environmental supporters for believing 
that itis; they've been lied to by vested inter- 
ests. A handful of people wanted to protect the 
great white because they've made money out 
of filming it. They stirred up sympathy among 
brain-dead marine biologists, then they were 
joined by people in the water-sports business, 
and now they've deceived the Australian gov- 
ernment into protecting the shark. It's a huge 
cover-up, which is giving people a false sense 
of security.

bitten in half recently—you should have seen 
the cover-up on that one! His wet suit was 
shredded, and his board had big bite marks in 
it. But they always say the same thing: the 
shark thought the guy was a seal, and that 
more people are killed by bees than by sharks. 
This guy will never appear on the official shark- 
attack record, 

Is it true that you can kill a shark by yanking 

its fin backwards? 

Yeah—they have to move forward to get oxy- 
gen from the water. But it’s not that easy. Even 
after they've been shot, they can still doa big 
somersault on the boat ramp. 

What's the biggest shark you've caught? 

A 21-foot great white that weighed about two- 
and-a-half tons. It had three dolphins sitting 
in its stomach, 

Have you ever cut one open and 

found a human body inside? 

I've found bones, a foot, hair, fin- 

gernails. Body parts are washed up 

on beaches, but the authorities 
destroy them immediately, so peo- 
ple never know the facts. Ifa shark 
swallowed you then saw a dolphin 
it wanted 10 minutes later, it would 
spew you up. The whole stomach 
bag comes out through the mouth, 
then gets sucked back in. That's 

why a pack of sharks can devour a 

whole whale in hours. 

In which body of water would 

someone be most likely to be 

eaten by a shark? 
Anywhere there's salt water—the US, Aus- 
tralia, South Affica, Japan. One big shark in 
Hong Kong ate 20 people in four years. 

Can you get attacked if you're just swimming 

around close to the shore? 

I've caught sharks in six feet of water. As over- 
fishing is wiping out the tuna, big sharks are 
coming closer to shore to look for stingrays and 
turtles. Anything in the water is fair game. You 
and [ could be treading water just outside a surf 
break, Ilook at a girl on the beach for asecond, 
then look back to say something to you—and 
you're gone. You wouldn't even scream. 

[s it possible to fend off an attack? 

No! All this stuff you read about punching 
them on the nose is crap! 

What's the most widely quoted shark myth? 
That it’s safe to swim where there are dolphins. 
It’s not. We don’t have a clue what's going on 
underneath us, and the easier the prey, the 
happier sharks are. Once ashark has attacked 
aman, it’s going to travel the coast for years 
to get more. There are still sharks around that 
ate people during World War II. 

Do sharks ever snatch people off boats? 
Yeah. The great white comes out of the water 


to take seals that are sleeping on the rocks, 
and they ve scared the hell out of people by 
ramming their boats. You have no idea how 
many boats are found around Australia with 
nobody in them. 

What's the closest call you've had? 

I've had boats surrounded by sharks and been 
pulled overboard by them. One night the tow- 
line was around my leg when I was suddenly 
picked up like a rag doll and pulled 40 feet 
underwater. But then the shark decided to do 
a circle—a million-to-one chance—so the rope 
went slack. I was able to free my leg and pull 
myself back onto the boat. 

Do you have many shark scars to show off? 
Plenty on my arms from sharks’ teeth. I was 
leaning over the boat to get the hook out ofa 
shark's mouth once when it reared up and shut 
its jaws. The nick from a single tooth needed 
30 stitches. You can cut right through a news- 
paper with a shark's tooth—it's sharper than 
a razor blade. 

Why do we hear of beached whales but not 

beached sharks? 

Whales only beach themselves because they're 
being harassed by sharks. Ashark will chase a 
whale for days to weaken it, taking bites out 
of it. Beaching is a whale’s only escape. 

What's the toughest shark battle you've had? 
A few years back, a 16-footer was rounding up 
dolphins and sea cows, leaving their remains 
near a boat ramp. The townspeople had tried 
to catch it for a couple of years, but their 
equipment wasn't good enough, so they called 
me in. It was hard to catch because it had 
become wary of the hooks, so finally just put 
strings down in the water with stingrays on 
the end. After eight days, the shark started 
taking them. Then I replaced the strings with 
hooks and caught it, 

Have you been known to wear a shark’s- 

tooth charm or sharkskin boots? 

Boots, no, but I've worn a tooth ever since I 
caught a 20-foot shark that killed a woman in 
front of her five daughters. She was only in the 
water up to her waist. The shark bit her in half; 
then, when a guy rowed out to get the remains 
of her body, the shark charged the boat and 
took the other half too. When I caught the 
shark, one tooth was loose, so I grabbed it. 

Could you make your living another way? 

I run an educational shark show, using films 
and displays, but sometimes I feel I’ve wasted 
my whole life because of my battles with 
bureaucracy. The stress has nearly killed me. 
The fisheries department has confiscated my 
equipment and laid false charges on me. It’s 
illegal now to hunt great whites—and boy, are 
people going to suffer. FHM
